COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN EECEMBER 15, 1938, AND
RECORDED BT ORDINANCE BOOK «K«, PAGES ¥*0-**52, BY
AMENDING SECTION 13 (a), PARAGRAPH 1, RELATIVE TO THE
AGE HBQ.UIHBMENTS FOR DRIVERS OF TAXICABS; AND SUSPEND-
ING THE HOLS REQUIRING THE READING OF ORDINANCES ON THREE
SEPARATE! DAYS.

The ordinance was reed the second time and Councilman Johnson moved that
the rule "be suspended and the ordinance passed to its third reading. 3foe motion
seconded by Councilman Long, carried "by the following vote: .

COUNCILMAN MacCORELE stated he would like to have several meetings this
coming week to go over some matters, pertaining to the hospital; and pension
system, to work out some of the problems. He stated it might be necessary to
bring in some outside agency to make a study of the Brackenrldge Hospital. He
moved that the Mayor arrange a meeting with the Medical Staff of the Hospital;
a meeting with the Administrative Staff of the Hospital; and another meeting
with the actuaries of the State Pension System and the actuaries of the City
pension system, at some time during the coming week. The motion, seconded by
Councilman Long, carried by the following vote:

Councilman Long suggested after these three meetings were held, that
the Council get together in a closed meeting and discuss these matters before tin
public hearing on ttee budget is held.
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MRS. RUFUS VYNN appeared "before the Council stating that her husband was
hurt while employed "by the City of Austin, and she was asking for financial aid
her family. The City Attorney explained the whole case, stating the City held
no liability for this accident^ and that $200*00 had been paid to the family,
and ROUTS WYNN had signed a release upon receipt of the $200.00* He stated ad-
ditional money had been given this family since this payment of the $200.00.
Dr. Primer stated the Welfare Department had helped them on numerous occasions;
had paid their bills; and that the last he had heard of them, both were employed.
The Mayor stated he knew of nothing the City could do; if it were a case of ab-
solute need, the Welfare Department would handle the case. Councilman Johnson
moved that this request be deferred until the next meeting* and that the City
Manager get the complete file on this case for the Council's information. The
motion carried by the following vote, after having been duly seconded:

No one made appearance favoring the change. Several neighbors appeared
in opposition. Councilman Johnson moved that the Council uphold the recommenda-
tion of the Zoning Board and NOT grant the requested change. The motion, seconded
by Councilman Drake, carried by the following vote!

S. H. FULMORB, Agt. 3500, 3600 & 3700 From "A" Residential
1. JB. McNBlLL Blocks on Laraar To "C" Commercial
MRS. CORDELIA A. Boulevard THE ZONING BOARD Recommended
LENTHE, et al "B" Residential

MR. S. R. FULMORE appeared before the Council asking that this area be
zoned "C" Commercial, as it was not a good location for HB" Residential, and
would never develop into a good apartment house location. MR. KICK HORNSBY ap-
peared in opposition, stating he and those living there that wanted to make theii
homes there permanently did not want the commercial zone; and also for the good
of the boulevard, he was in. opposition to the change. He stated the terrain
was not suitable for commercial zoning, and the steep hill would not be good for
heavy traffic if there were cars parking and backing out from commercial estab-
lishments in that vicinity. He stated no major companies would select a locatioi
with such a slope; and if the large companies did not build, only small stands wjjuld
be erected which -would not enhance the "beauty or value of the land. He stated
Lamar already was crowded; and if there were commercial parking along, the
thoroughfare would be narrowed. MR. JACOB LESSER asked that if the whole area
were not changed to Commercial, he would like for his property to be changed,
as he had some good offers from some excellent commercial interests. Mr. H. H.
LENTHB asked that his property be changed, as he wanted to erect some signs
there. MR, R. C. AMMAHS stated this property was definitely commercial property
as the boulevard made it too dangerous for residential property. MR. H. L. OWEN
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stated he wanted to sell his property and move, and he felt the boulevard made H
too dangerous for his children to live there. He did not feel that it would be
good residential property. MR. M. H. CROCKETT, JR., stated the required 25*
set-back would take care of the parking situation If the area were zoned com-
mercial; and with the off-street parking, there would be no parking problem. H©
stated it could not be developed until the zone was< changed and he was in favor djf
the Commercial zone. MR. HORNSBY stated large signs erected would not enhance tie
beauty of the boulevard nor email commercial buildings, and that he was interest*
in the boulevard as a whole. The Council did not take action on this, but defer-
red it until the next meeting on the 15th of December in order to give the
Council ample time to make a personal inspection of this particular area.

JESSE ALLEN SMITH appeared before the Council appealing the administrate
decision on his taxicab operators permit. Councilman Long moved that his licensi
be granted on CHEVBQLET Four-Door, 19^6 Pleetmaster, Motor DAA17981, License No.
KM-2U01*, The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following
vote:

WILLIAM BEW35Y CEOOKS, 70 East Avenue, appeared before the Council appeal-
ing the administrative denial of his application to drive a taxicab. Councilman
Long moved that he be granted a permit to drive a taxi-cab. The motion, seconder
by Councilman Johnson, carried by the following vote:

There being no further business, the Council upon motion of Councilman
